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must now be licensed, with some exclusions. 








Business License Ordinance 
Passed By Township Board

At the March 12th Town- 
ship Board meeting, the sec- 
ond reading and adoption of 
the Business Registration 
License Ordinance passed. 
The vote was five members 
voting in favor, one opposed 
and one abstention. 

As previously reported in 
The Huron River Weekly, the 
first reading of the ordinance 
happened at the February 26th 
meeting and was a formality 
because an ordinance requires 
two readings. Previous to this 
meeting, the matter was first 
discussed when Clerk Bowers 
asked the Board to consider 
the purchasing of software to 
implement the licensing. 

At the meeting several Board 
members expressed concern 
over the lack of an ordinance 
and the matter was tabled until 
the Township attorney could 
draft and ordinance. 

The matter began when 
Trustee O’Kelley raised a 
point of order regarding his 
possible conflict of interest. 
He advised the Board that he 
had a business that he runs out 
of his home. He said he had 
some equipment that is used 
about 80% for his homestead 
but is also used to operate the 

_ local newspapers. He said that 
his conflict was that he was 
inclined to vote no because of 
the lack of language regarding 
exempting “cottage” type 
businesses. 

He went on to say that his 
financial loss would be limit- 
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ed to “nickels and dimes” and 
basically was the small licens- 
ing fee. He asked the Board 
member’s input regarding a 
possible conflict. 

Supervisor Mitchell did not 
directly respond to the ques- 
tion but did say he also had 
problems with a person that 
makes birdhouses to sell at 
flea markets, raise a few 
pumpkins, sell products like 
Amway or uses the computer 
for their business at their 
home. He suggested there 
should be an exlusion or 
threshold “x number of dol- 
lars” before a license is 
required. 


He went on to say the 
financial penalties for violat- 
ing the ordinance were too 
severe. 

Again Trustee O’Kelley 
reminded the Board he was 
asking for their input and this 
prompted Treasurer Skrzycki 
to advise the Board of the 
process for determining per- 
sonal property. Again O’Kel- 
ley said they were not 
answering his question which 
prompted Skrzycki to say he 
felt there was no conflict. 

Trustee Carey said she felt 
it was not a conflict. In spite 
of the input, Trustee O’Kel- 
ley felt he should abstain and 


did so. The matter passed 
with no further discussion on 
the merits of the ordinance. 

The enacted ordinance 
defines a business as any 
“means of trade, occupation, 
profession, work commerce 
or other activity owned or 
operated for profit by any 
person within the township 
excluding, however, politi- 
cal, charitable or religious 
establishments.” 

In a related matter the 
Board approved the purchas- 
ing of software from FBWin 
(FundBalance). The purchase 
price quoted as $6,102 
included the software, the 


maintenance of the software 
and training. 

According to Clerk Bowers, 
she requested the quote from 
this company because they 
currently provide the only 
compatible software for the 
Township’s system. 

Trustee O’Kelley pointed 
out that the cost of the soft- 
ware seemed high, the main- 
tenance fee in terms of per- 
centages to the cost of the 
software seemed high and 
that the training cost would 
likely be higher than quoted. 

The purchase of the soft- 
ware and related expenses 
passed by unanimous vote.

Township Board Hires New 
Engineering Firm for Township

At the March 12th Town- 
ship Board meeting, the 
Board finalized a process that 
began several months ago and 
agreed to hire the firm of 
Orchard, Hiltz & McCliment 
as their new engineering firm. 

Several Board meetings 
ago, the Board agreed to 
review the engineering sery- 
ices for the Township. 
Several Board members had 
expressed an interest in 
advertising for this service. 
At the urging of Trustee 
Carey the process got started 
by advertising for the service. 

Around eight companies 
eventually responded. The 
Board, after some discussion, 
eventually agreed to reduce 
the number to four and have 
the entire Board interview 
them. The Director of Plan- 
ning and Zoning and the 
DPW Director were also 
involved in the process. 

The process included pre- 
pared questions for the candi- 
dates to answer before the 
interview. During this pro- 
cess, several Board members 


visited the facilities of the 
candidates. 

At the March 12th meeting, 
Supervisor Mitchell began 
the topic by asking each 
Board member to explain 
their thoughts on their choice 
and what points they consid- 
ered important. 

The Supervisor began by 
stating that when he took over 
two years he met with the 
current engineers and they 
came to an agreement as the 
type of services that was 
expected for reasonable fees. 
He said that almost daily the 
Township was in contact with 
the engineers. He went on to 
say that with few exceptions 
the problems he encountered 
where minor and quickly 
resolved. 

He added that he was con- 
cerned about the additional 
costs of changing firms. He 
expressed concerns over pos- 
sible delays in current proj- 
ects. He wondered about the 
time it would take for the new 
firm to get acquainted with 
the Township. He concluded 
his remarks by saying that he 
did not think it was an appro- 


priate time to change engi- 
neers. 

Trustee Krause spoke next 
and said that while she was 
impressed by all of the pre- 
sentations—some stood out 
better than others. She won- 
dered why some were ques- 
tioning the process after they 
had gone so far in the process. 

Trustee Carey said she had 
concems about our engineer- 
ing services for years and she 
felt a firm with a larger staff 
with more services was need- 
ed. She felt this was the time 
for a change. 

Trustee Adkins said she had 
some past concerns but they 
eventually were resolved. She 
expressed some concerns 
about the costs of changing to 
another firm but said we need 
to look to the future. She said 
her decision was based on the 
information that was provid- 
ed and by the interviews. 

Trustee O’Kelley said he 
thought it was good business 
and good for government to 
look at those that do business 
with the Township. He said 
his decision was based on the 
information provided, the 


interviews and the general 
reputations of the candidates 
in the business community. 

Clerk Bowers said she 
toured three of the candi- 
date’s facilities and met with 
their staff. She said she was 
impressed with two of the 
candidates because of the 
additional services they pro- 
vided. Regarding the cost 
issue, she said that some of 
the costs could be passed on 
to the developers. She 
thought the time for change 
was now. 

Treasurer Skrzycki said he 
wondered why some would 
go through the process if they 
did not want to make a 
change. He also said that he 
met with several of the candi- 
dates and said he also was 
impressed with the services 
offered. He said he was ready 
to make a change. 

Along with the motion to 
hire, the Director of Planning 
and Zoning was directed to 
provide the Board with a list 
of the projects the current 
engineer should remain on 
and those the new firm should 
take over.

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Fire Safety Tips for Our Readers 


How to Use Your Home 
Fire Extinguisher 

We may have a fire extin- 
guisher in our homes, but how 
many of us really know how to 
use one in the event of a fire? 

What seems like a relatively 
simple aim and spray opera- 
tion is actually a great deal 
more complicated than you 
would think. 

Fire deaths in U.S. homes 
dropped 9.1 percent last year 
from the previous year, but a 
home fire death still hap- 
pened every 170 minutes 
according to a report released 
from the nonprofit National 
Fire Protection Association 
(NFPA). The kitchen is the 
culprit in many a house fire. 

Cooking equipment was the 
leading cause of home fires and 
civilian fire injuries during the 
five-year period between 1994 
and 1998. 

Evacuate First: First of all, it is 
important to know that if a fire 
breaks out in your home, your 
first action should be to get 
everyone out of the house, and 
call the fire department. Have a 
fire plan in place. Know two 
ways out of every room, and 
rehearse exiting the home with 
your family. Only after your 
home has been evacuated 
should you use your fire extin- 
guisher. And before even 


attempting to extinguish the 
fire, make sure it is no larger 
than a trash can fire. If it is any 
larger, leave the firefighting to 
the fire department. 


Own the Right Type of 


Extinguisher: There are differ- 
ent types of fire extinguisher, 
for different type of fires. You 
should keep a type ABC extin- 
guisher in your home. It has the 
ability to extinguish three class 
of fires. 

A) Puts out wood, trash and 
paper fires (ordinary com- 
bustibles) 

B) Puts out flammable. liquid 
fires 

C) Puts out electrical fires 

The average home fire extin- 

guisher weighs about 2.5 to 5 
pounds, and costs about $10. 
Know that an extinguisher lasts 
only about 8 to 10 seconds. 
Storing and Using Extin- 
guishers: Keep the fire extin- 
guisher on each floor, in a place 
where you can reach it. Most 
people keep fire extinguishers 
in the kitchen since it’s a likely 
place for a fire to occur. But 
you shouldn’t keep it too close 
to the stove, because you want 
to be able to move away from 
the danger to get to it. Instead, 
keep the extinguisher near an 
exit. 

Read the instructions on the 

extinguisher when you buy it

Always leave yourself a path 
of escape (in case you cannot 
put out the fire) 
Extinguisher Dos and Don’ts: 
1.DO NOT put water on 
burning grease or oil, or the 
fire will flare up. Even an 
extinguisher, improperly 
used can spread an oil fire. 

2. If an oil fire is small, you 
may be able to try this 
technique: Turn off the 
burner and carefully slide 
the cover over the pan. Do 
not slam the lid on from the 
tap, as flames can shoot out 
sideways. 

Preventive Tips: 

1.The NFPA advises re- 
placing fire extinguishers 
every 12 years. 

2. Have heating equipment 
inspected and cleaned 
yearly by a professional. 

3. If you must use such types, 
keep space and kerosene 
heaters at least 3 feet away 
from anything that can 
burn. According to the 
Consumers Product Safety 
Commission, 300 people 
die each year as a result of 
fires started by heaters. 
These type of heaters are 
not recommended for use 
by any fire organizations.

A couple of years ago I led a 
Sierra Club outing to 
Oakwoods Metropark near 
Flat Rock. We followed the 
outermost trail through the 
huge trees that border the 
Huron River and then looped 
toward the southern boundary 
of the park. 

There it was. Visible through 
the trees were huge mounds— 
as we bushwhacked a short 
distance from the trail we 
could see that these were not 
ancient Native American bur- 
ial mounds but large moun- 
tains of incinerator ash. Since 
then the mounds have gotten 
larger and now the Central 
Wayne County Sanitation 
Authority, which consists of 
the cities of Westland, 
Dearborn Heights, Garden 
City, Inkster and Wayne, plan 
to expand this landfill to an 
elevation of 100 feet—equiva- 
lent to a 10-story building. 

The five cities have already 
agreed to issue bonds that 
could cost up to $5 million, 
without any public hearing. 


It was obvious to my coali- 
tion—which comprised the 
Ecology Center, Sierra Club, 
Clean Water Action and local 
groups and that in 1997 
opposed the expansion of the 
Central Wayne incinerator in 
Dearborn Heights—that the 
authority would also have to 
expand the ash landfill. We just 
didn’t think it would happen so 
fast. 

Up until last spring the 
authority believed that there 
was approximately 7-12 years 
of capacity left. But after 
years of moving old ash 
around (under a consent order 
to install liners in the three 
cells that have been receiving 
ash since 1966) they discoy- 
ered old ash that they didn’t 
know was there. So the panic 
button is pushed, as now they 
realize the site will fill to 
capacity in a year and a half. 

Despite the financial insta- 
bility of the five cities, and its 
private partner Constellation 
Energy, the authority wants to 
use the bond money to build a

fourth cell this spring and 
expand upward, or else the 
ash will have to go to a more 
expensive location, such as 
Carleton Farms in Sumpter 
Township. 

One of the expected ironies 
(at least for us) is that since 
the startup in 1999 of the 
expanded Central Wayne 
incinerator, most of the waste 
burned is from outside the 
five member cities, with even 
some from out of state. For 
every ton of waste burned, 
you get at least a quarter ton 
in the form of a highly con- 
centrated mix of fly ash and 
bottom ash that contains toxic 
metals such as lead, cadmium 
and mercury along with 
numerous organic com- 
pounds including dioxins and 
PCBs. 

If the incinerator can burn 
at 85 percent capacity it will 
create over 60,000 tons of this 
toxic ash per year. With the 
newer pollution controls on 
the stack, it stands to reason 
that the ash would now be 
even more toxic. Not only 
that, but because incinerator 
ash consists of fine particles, 
it has far more potential to 
create leachate than regular 
garbage. 

Think of your morning cof- 
fee — if you poured water 
over the whole bean you 
wouldn’t get much coffee 
leachate. This. is why 
Michigan passed a law in 
1989 to keep incinerator ash 
in separate, and of course 
more costly, monofills such 
as this. 

According to a _ 1990 
Heritage Newspapers article, 
the monofill is actually the 
site of the old Huron Quarry 
located in Huron Township. It 
was acquired in partnership 
with the Huron Clinton 
Metroparks in the 1960s 
under the Michigan Open 
Space Act in the expectation 
that the quarry/landfill would 
be capped and returned to the 
park.. 

However, the park, which 
borders the landfill on all four 
sides, donated the land to the 
incinerator in 1988 for fear of 
liability problems. The fear is 
well justified. Over the years 
there have been numerous 
violations involving consent 
orders and court judgments 
covering illegal discharges,

operations and spills. The latest, 
in 2001, involved improper 
cover on the landfill cells and 
ash trackout from the trucks. 

Because the monofill is 40 
feet deep, well below the water 
table, it requires continuous 
pumping. Their water permit 
allows the landfill to discharge 
groundwater, treated leachate 
and surface runoff directly into 
the Huron River half a mile 
upstream from a popular fish- 
ing spot in Flat Rock city park. 
However, treated leachate is 
now being sent to the South 
Huron Valley Utility Authority 
in Brownstown Township. 

In October 2002, Huron 
Township voted against further 
expansion of the monofill. 
According to Wayne County 
ordinance as stated in the solid 
waste plan, in order for a land- 
fill to expand it must have a 
“community host agreement.” 
The CWCSA claims that there 
is already enough capacity for 
the next four years without a 
host agreement from Huron 
Township. The construction 
permit issued in 1991 suppos- 
edly allowed enough volume to 
last for the next four years. 

However, within the four- 
year period, the CWCSA must 
get a host agreement from 
Huron Township if it wants to 
fill the new fourth cell under 


construction and rise to 100 
feet to achieve a 10- to 15-year 
capacity. 

The CWCSA is taking a 
huge gamble with the bond 
issue. Without a host agree- 
ment from Huron Township, 
the five cities may have to 
spend more millions to dis- 
pose of the ash. Also, 
Constellation Energy (the pri- 
vate partner that owns the 
incinerator and operates the 
landfill) has not made any 
payments yet on their $80 
million bond issue and is cur- 
rently in negotiations with the 
bondholders trying to avoid a 
default. 

The Constellation Energy 
website states that a Michigan 
waste-to-energy incinerator 
has a “$6.6 million pretax 
write-off for senior receiv- 
ables, where operating deteri- 
oration indicates we will not 
receive our receivables.” If 
CE pulls out, the five cities 
may be stuck with a big $5 
million hole in the ground. 
Would you buy bonds under 
these circumstances? 

It is hard to imagine a more 
inappropriate site for this land- 
fill. The monofill is essentially 
a toxic enclave inside a nature 
park that will rise above the 
tree line and discharge effluent 
into a major river. We need a
